Claims 1 9, 21 -31 , 34, 36 and 37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Examiner 
was unable to find prior art teaching a vehicle comprising a head pipe; a body frame 
including a main frame connected to the head pipe and extending obliquely downward 
along a centerline of the vehicle in a width direction toward the rear, and a pair of left 
and right subrames that are connected to the left and right sides of the main frame and 
extend obliquely downward to the rear; a motor supported and suspended from the 
main frame and subframes such that the motor is not supported at the front or below by 
the body frame; and wherein a connecting portion of the main frame and subframes is 
located ahead of a portion of the main frame supporting the motor.
